“Science  and  engineering  form 
the  team  that  pace  today’s  tech- 
nology,” according  to  the  Dean 
of  Engineering  at  California  In- 
stitute of  Technology. 

Dr.  F.  C.  Lindvall,  Wednes- 
day’s forum  speaker,  claimed 
that  although  the  two  fields  are 
closely  linked,  there  is  a differ- 
ence and  the  engineering  profes- 
sion is  losing  potential  egineering 
majors  in  college  because  of  a 
misunderstanding  of  what  an  en- 
gineer does. 

Gives  Scientist  Role 
The  scientist  finds  the  original 
data,  “while  the  goal  of  the  en- 
gineer is  getting  an  optimum  de- 
vice,” he  said. 

The  noted  engineering  educa- 
tor described  the  work  of  the 
“system  engineer.” 

This  type  of  engineer  must  put 
together  all  the  work  of  many 
specialists  into  a workable  whole. 
As  project  examples  he  cited 
airplanes  and  data  processing 
machines. 

Takes  Russian  Trip 
Dr.  Lindvall  recently  returned 
from  a trip  to  Russia  and  report- 
ed that  the  Communists  already 
have  more  engineers  than  does 
the  United  States,  and  that  they 
expect  to  double  their  supply 
within  seven  years. 

“This  is  the  kind  of  competi- 
tion that  the  United  States  has 
in  the  technological  field,”  he

THE  TOPIC  OF  FOOD  is  giv- 
en considerable  attention  in 
these  books.  For  instance,  are 
you  aware  that  putting  your  el- 
bows on  the  table  is  permissible 
between  courses  but  not  while 
eating? 

Although  eating  chicken  with 
the  fingers  (excluding  chicken 
and  dumplings)  is  now  generally 
accepted,  Emily  says  that  it 
should  be  eaten  with  a fork  and 
knife  except  at  picnics. 

Concerning  corn  on  the  cob, 
the  following  details  are  given: 

_ Corn  on  the  cob  is  only  for  in- 
formal eating  and,  unless  one's  teeth 
will  not  permit,  is  best  eaten  on  the 
cob,  . with  fingers  of  each  hand 
firmly  in  control  on  each  end. 

For  those  who  like  to  sample 
food  in  restaurants,  the  books 
say  that  this  permissible — with 
certain  stipulations.

.used.  One  must  not  reach  across  the 
table  to"  ■eat  from-  a companion’s 
plate,  no  matter  how  many  . years 
married. 

Rules  say  that  second  helpings 
are  accepted— only  if  they  are 
offered.  One  can  count  on  not 
receiving  an  offer  at  a formal 
meal.  The  multiplicity  of  courses 
in  formal  dinners  usually  takes 
care  of  the  hunger  problem  any- 
way.

Take  heed  to  the  following  reg- 
ulations given  on  the  subject  of 
distasteful  morsels. 

Spoiled  food,  nothing,  not  even 
a bad  clam,  is  ever  spit,  however 
surreptitiously,  into  a napkin.  But  it 
is  sheer  masochism  to  down  for  the 
sake  of  manners,  something  really 
spoiled,  once  you  have  got  a goodly 
mouthful.  Better  to  seem  unmanner- 
ly than  to  brave  ptomaine  or  worse. 
Certainly  a partly  chewed  mouthful 
of  food  looks  unappetizing  to  one's 
dinner  partner.  In  such  a case, 
screen  it  is  much  as  .possible  with 
some  celery  leaves,  or  perhaps  a bit 
of  bread. 

When  eating  watermelon,  di- 
rections say  to  eat  it  with  a fork, 
clean  the  seeds  in  the  mouth, 
and  then  drop  them  into  a cup- 
ped hand  (preferably  your  own) 
and  then  place  them  on  the  side 
of  the  plate. 

And  as  the  occasion  arises,  you 
may  be  wise  to  note  the  sugges- 
tion offered  on  eating  mangoes: 

Wits  say  the  only  place  to  eat 
them  is  in  the  bathtub.  But  if  they 
are  eaten  at  the  table,  provide  fin- 
ger bowls  or  at  least  paper  napkins 
— as  the  fruit  s'tains  badly. 

Amy  Vanderbilt  even  offers 
suggestions  and  samples  for 
blessings  on  food.  She  says: 

The  saying  of  grace  is,  unfortun- 
ately, not  the  daily  matter  it  used 
to  be. 

Girls,  you  may  relax  in  know- 
ing that  it  is  permissible  to  pow- 
der your  nose  and  dab  on  a little 
lipstick  at  the  table  after  dinner. 
But  never — not  even  to  straight- 
en it — comb  your  hair  outside  a 
dressing  room. 

If  the  nose  must  be  blown  at  the 
table,  it  is  done  as  quietly  as  pos- 
sible, without  excuse  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  fact. 

Coughing  at  the  table  is  ordinar- 
ily done  behind  the  hand,  without 
excuse,  but  a coughing  fit,  brought 
on  by  something  being  caught  in  the 
windpipe,  indicates  that  you  must 
leave  the  table  without  excuse  (you 
can’t  talk  anyhow). 

If  foreign  matter  such  as  stones, 
gravel,  or  bird  shot  is  found  in 
the  food,  the  proper  procedure  is 
to  remove  it  with  the  thumb  and 
forefinger. 

AS  A FINAL  REMINDER,  al- 
ways remember  that  the  salt 
should  first  be  sent  down  the 
table  to  the  honored  guest.
